SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Effingham: 


The year which closed on June 30, 1923,-was on 
the whole favorable for our schools. In spite of a 
hard winter, the calendar schedule was maintained, the 
teacher force remained intact, and in general consist- 
ent progress was made. Miss Snow at Effingham 
Falls, Miss Leavitt at Center Effingham, Miss Conner 
at South Effingham and Miss Kimball at Pine River 
continued their services throughout the year. With 
the exception of Miss Conner, all of these teachers re- 
turned to their respective schools this year. Miss 
Hope Stoddard, a graduate of Michigan University, 
class of 1923, was engaged for the school at South 
Effingham. 

One of the most difficult things with which we 
have to contend in the efficient conduct of our schools 
is what I may term the temporary pupil problem, 
which nearly always arises upon the arrival of a port- 
able saw mill in any locality. Generally speaking, 
children who move about from place to place as the 
mill changes locations fit into school classes with diffi- 
culty. They frequently come to our schools from those 
of another state in which the program of study and 
gradings differ somewhat from our own. By reason 
of frequent moving about or on account of laxity in 
the enforcement of the attendance laws in some dis- 
tricts, the attendance is irregular, and the sum total of 
the child’s schooling falls far short of his needs. There

is no remedy for this situation, but the school that is 
affected by it is necessarily handicapped, and the dis- 
trict is frequently confronted with a serious and ex- 
pensive transportation problem. 


An illustration of this situation may be seen in 
the fluctuation in attendance at the Center Effingham 
School this year. The maximum attendance during 
the fall term was 36, while at the beginning of the win- 
ter term but 19 pupils were enrolled. 

Within the past few weeks several cases of inter- 
mittent attendance at school have been brought to my 
attention. These are largely due to the carelessness 
and negligence of parents, who do not understand or 
appreciate their own obligation with respect to school 
attendance. In the strict construction of the law, the 
parent is responsible for the child’s attendance at 
school for every session. ‘The occasional absence due 
to the child’s bona-fide sickness or to the impassability 
of roads will not be questioned, but intermittent at- 
tendance due to other than the foregoing causes can- 
not be tolerated. An abstract of the attendance law 
follows: 

Section 1. Every child between eight and six- 
teen years of age shall attend the public school to which 
he is assigned, during all the time the public schools 
are in session unless he is more than fourteen years old 
and has completed the studies prescribed for the ele- 
mentary schools, or has been excused (by school au- 
thorities) from attending on the ground that his phys- 
ical or mental condition is such as to prevent his at- 
tendance or to make it undesirable. 

Section 2. Every person having the custody of a 
child shall cause the child to attend such a school dur- 
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ing all the time the public schools are in session. 

Section 4. Any person who does not comply with 
the requirements of the preceding sections shall forfeit 
ten dollars for the first offense, and twenty dollars 
for every subsequent offense for the use of the district. 

Report cards are issued every six weeks to pupils 
above the third grade. Parents should look the cards 
over carefully, sign and return them to the school. 
The signature is the only evidence the teacher has 
that the cards have been shown at home; in no case 
does the signature indicate approval. If the marks 
are low, consult the teacher, don’t blame her. It is 
difficult to have patience with parents who continually 
find fault with the teacher because a child does not reg- 
ularly get high marks. This attitude puts a premium 
on dishonesty. While it is impossible to get uniform- 
ity in teachers’ ranks, fair and good should predomi- 
nate, while marks of special merit should about balance 
the marks indicating failure. Two teachers may eas- 
ily rate the same pupil differently by a margin of 10% 
in his average, even when the pupil is doing the same 
grade of work for each teacher. It is well to remem- 
ber that after all marks or even subjects are not the 
dominant purposes of education, but the inculcation 
of right habits and qualities that make for efficiency 
and character.
